(a) A patent by its very nature is affected witi a pubUc interest The public interest is best served, and 
die most effective patent examination occurs ^en, at dw time an appKcation is being examined, the Office 
is aware of and evaluates the teachings of all information material to patentability. Each mdividual 
associated widi die filing and prosecution of a patent application has a duty of candor and good faidi m 
dealing witfi the Office, which inchides a duty to disclose to the Office all information known to tiiat 
individual to be material to patentabUity as defined in tins sectioa The duty to disclose mformation exists 
witii respect to each pending claim until the claim is cancelled or withdrawn fi:om consideration, or die 
application becomes abandoned Information material to the patentabihty of a claim tiiat is cancelled or 
i^didrawn from consideration need not be submitted if die infomiation is not material to die patentability of 
any claim remaining under consideration in flie application.
